PARTRIDGE SHOOTING. 

Mr Suaw Lerevee gave notice of his intentidn of 
moving for a repeal of fo much of the game laws as 
prohibit the shooting of Partridge until the 14th of Sep- 
-tember, and reftricting the fame to the rit of February 
in.each year. The purport of what he fhould introduce 
inftead of the prefent laws, was, to revive the original 
period of commencing the feafon, and extending the 
fame to the 12th of February. ’

Mr Lone brought up the report of this bill, which 
was ordered to be read a third time to-morrow. 

- PARLIAMENTARY REPORTS. 

Mr Tisgwey faid, that a newfpaper which -he then 
held in his hand (the Times) had taken a liberty with 
him, which neither the {tatement therein given or the 
privilege of Parliament warranted. He then adverted 
to the debate of laft Saturday night, and noticing the 
fubftance of the fame, ftated that a grofs mifreprefenta- 
tion of what.fell ‘not only from him on. that, occafion, 
but alfo of that delivered-by another Gentleman (The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer) on that occafion. He 
made this complaint, and it was with the Houfe to re- 
drefs it—not merely on his account, but for its own 
dignity. 

The Speaker referred to the Journals, where ‘it ap- 
peared that in 1771 a fimilar complaint occurred, and 
where the charge was divided into two parts ; one, that 
of publifhing—the other, that of wilfully mifreprefent- 
ing {peeches in that Houfe. 

Mr Trerwey then faid, that the latter part was cer- 
tainly the cafe, and the charge he had to make came 
within its meaning fully. And perfevering in his com- 
plaint, in form fignified it to the following effect: I do 
complain of the publication and the mifreprefentation of 
debates, as inferted in the new{paper called The Times, 
pnblifhed on the 26th of December inftant, purporting 
to.be obfervations made by a Right Honourable Gen- 
tleman (the Chancellor of the Exchequer) and myfelf, 
on the night of the 22d inftant, in contempt of the 
order, and in breach of the privilege of the Houfe.”’ 

The Speaker having read the complaint, urged the 
propriety of moving, that the paper fhould be read and 
laid on the table, 

Which being moved accordingly, 

Mr Pirt did not rife to oppofe the motion, though 
he thought that confiderable embarraffment would at- 
tend noticing it much farther, but he rejoiced in it, as 
it gave him a fecond opportunity of mentioning in terms 
if poflible more forcible the untruth of the infinuation, 
the falfehood of the rumour which had crept into the 
world relative to the Noble perfonage, the fujbe& of laft 
Saturday night’s debate in that Houfe.

he thought it right to notice a growing abufe, which 
equally attached to all defcriptions of periodical publi- 
cations relative to their debates, and which if this print 
in queltion claimed their indignation, mutt equally be- 
come fubject to their reprehention.. 

Mr Tierney expreffed equal fatisfa@tion at the op- 
portunity this afforded him of doing the moft ample 
juftice in his power to the character of the Nobleman 
adverted to; he then announced the perfonage to be 
Lord Auckland, and in terms of the ftronge(t fignifica- 
tion, not only difovowed any intention of calumniating 
that Nobleman, but directly ftated that the rumour was 
unfounded and totally untrue.
